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for instance, we have "a fairly complete equipment I and I 
thoroughly efficient body of teachers along the conven¬ 
tional lines of the regular school course But as for ven- | 
turing into the field of “exploratory” courses, to discover 
a child’s special gift, or as for carrying on any special vo¬ 
cational training, it is out of the question. 

That is to say it is out of the question on any large 
scale or insofar as it would involve the town in any fur¬ 
ther educational expense. But amongst members of the 
.Parent Teachers’ Association, there have been possibili¬ 
ties suggested, that in»y or may not be worthy of gener¬ 
al consideration. U has been remarked that in the base¬ 
ment of the Eastward school is^a sort of dungeon which 
might at small cost be cleaned out and made habitable as 
a work jtoom. 

Again, there might be local men experienced in carpen¬ 
tering, wood carving and so on, who could be persuaded 
to give an hour occasionally as instructors. There are 
women in the town expert in basket weaving, in needle 
wfork, etc., who also might consent to donate a little time 
for instruction. One question of course, is now much the 
initial equipment would cost, and whether or not it would 
be out of all reason. Another question w'ould be to ar¬ 
range the hours of manual training so that all might 
share in the opportunity and that it would be. an under¬ 
taking steadily maintained, once it was started. It would 
not have to be dependent on the fluctuating enthusiasms 
and finances of any one group, but an enterprise having 
the whole-hearted interest of parents, teachers anu ail or¬ 
ganizations. ■ * 

It is readily acknowledged that there are trends and 
opportunities in modern school life which are not avail¬ 
able to children of small towns or rural districts. But 
could anything more be done than is done, to bring these 
opportunities into local being. 

It is a question to which the various organizations of 
the town might give some thought. Possibly the so far 
nebulous dreams of the P.T.A. might be utterly impracti¬ 
cable. On the other hand if Elks, Rotarians and other 
organizations began to turn over the idea in their minds, 
the combined suggestions and support might evolve some 
modest program, by which the busy little fingers of the 
children of the town might be turned to useful dexterous 
account, and a definite direction given to some slumbering 
talent.

The radio was hailed as a great educational or recrea¬

Its expressionless body houses a veritable inferno, 
if grandfather could spend an evening turning the dial, 
there is every likeliehood that he would be thankful he 
iuit this mortal coil before such inventions. He would be

At the end of the second day, the praised group was 
brought to the front and praised for their excellent work. 

The members of 
the reproved group were admonished for, their poor work 
and general inleriority in accomplishment. The ignored 
group heard the praise and reproof but they themselves 
received no comment ' The control group m<*rely did their 
work in another room. ;

Advice Ln Rolarian Magazine Says 
V oung Men Might Make Better Job 

Old men made the World War, and 
it was a failure. Old men made its 
peace, and every day proves it, too, a 
failure. Things are now in a muddle 
and need the frank thinking of young 
men to set the world-house in order. 

That, in a few words is the opinion 
of Ernest Elmo Calkins, dean of 
American advertising men, as ex¬ 
pressed in an article in the current is¬ 
sue of “The Rotarian.” 

“To-day” Mr. Calkins writes, “all 
business including . the business qf 
government needs the courage, hon¬ 
esty, and energy of youth far more 
than it needs the caution, experience, 
and conservation of age. Civilization 
is in flux, ready to be refashioned in¬ 
to a better pattern. It is the age of 
youth, which all agdp really h^Ve 
been, had youth but known before. 
With the average age of the popula¬ 
tion of the United States 25.2 years, 
old age looks backward; while youth 
has nowhere to look but forward. It 
is its world. It will live longest in 
it.” 

A potent factor in the disillusion¬ 
ment of youth was the World War, 
Mr. Calkins points out. “This was 
made by those older and wiser heads 
for their own selfish economic ends, 
and youth paid the price as youth al¬ 
ways does. Young men are no long¬ 
er dazzled by the trappings of war, 
nor do they enjoy strutting around in 
uniforms of mimic soldiers. . 

“Every day we read the announce¬ 
ment that some young man in his 
thirties, or even his twenties, has 
been made head of some public utility, 
or irasiness corporation, or education¬ 
al institution. This does not mean 
that age has helped from youth. It 
means that youth has made a non¬ 
stop flight like Lindbergh straight 
for its goal. Youth has simply taken 
the bit in its teeth and bolted. It is 
beginning to do its own thinking—and 
the result is that a tremendous 
amount of creative energy has been 
released for better or for worse.” 

OUR PRESENT TAX

We levy taxes in proportion to 
ability to pay, which means that the 
harder a man works, the more we 
tax him; the more thrifty he becomes 
the more we soak him; the more effic¬ 
ient he grows the more we shake him 
down. 

If I save money and buy a house I 
am taxed; if I waste my money in 
extravagant living I am not taxed. 

None of our tatfes is designed to 
encourage production by the simple 
process of discouraging idleness, 
shiftlessness, inefficiency.

A writer to the Calgary Herald let¬ 
ter column tells of the prices he finds 
existing on farm commodities and the 
inadequacy of these prices. To quote 
the letter: r 

“Since coming to the city to re¬ 
main for a few months during the 
winter, I have visited many of the 
stores for the purpose of comparing 
prices at country stores. I have been 
astonished at the low prices on al¬ 
most everything, particularly on food 
stuffs and on all produce coming from 
the farm. Bacon is sold at less than 
10 cents a pound, lard at 5 cents, 
fresh pork at between 5 cents tfnd 12 
cents a pound. No wonder farmers 
are getting only three or'four cents 
a pound for hogs. Beef, veal and 
mutton sell for next to nothing, eggs 
at between 18 and '25 cents during 
the month of January, butter 15 to 
18 cents a pound, butterfat 14 cents, 
and potatoes and almost every other 
vegetable around a cent a pound. 

“T(je other day I met an old friend 
hauling his cream Into Calgary, get¬ 
ting 14 cents a pound for butterfat. 
He said that when he figures up the 
feed he buys for his cows during the 
winter months he loses money on the 
transaction. Another farmer I know 
brought in six nice dressed hogs, and 
it took him three days to get rid of 
them at 4‘,'i cents a pound. 

“It must be realized that the far¬ 
mer, in spite of present conditions, 
must go on, if lie wants stay on the 
land; that he must repair and replace 
his worn-out machinery at prices 
which have come down little or noth¬ 
ing? Interest on what the farmers 
owe to the banks, etc., is not being 
reduced, but, throughout good or bad 
seasons, stays at 8 per cent, or more, 
compound interest. Unpaid taxes are 
piling up. 

•“Then, in the face of these condi¬ 
tions, some city governments are now 
advocating to put city' unemployed 
families out on the land to be self- 
sustaining. It is enough to make a 
fellow laugh, were it not so serious." 

INVESTIGATING

Constable of Northern Town is Tak- 
. ing Steps to Check on Youthful . 

Smokers 

Constable Ball has requested the 
Province to call attention to the 
number of boys under sixteen years 
of age who are smoking. 

On Monday, Mr. Ball went to the 
school to make a check up. He col¬ 
lected five lighters, all. of which had 
been stolen from the Innisfail Hard¬ 
ware gtore. 

Mr. Ball wants it pointed out that 
the boys under 16 are buying cigar¬ 
ettes and that this is contrary to 
law and that it is his purpose to 
make an example of anyone caught 
selling cigarettes or tobacco to boys 
under 16 years. 

That there are too many yo^ng 
smokers in Innisfail is evident, one 
only has to go to any place where 
boys ar^ gathered together to see 
this. It should be stopped and Con¬ 
stable Ball is going right out to stop 
it, so boys will be well advised to cut 
out smoking for if caught they will 
appear before the court and ge com¬ 
pelled to s a y where they got their ci¬ 
garettes.—'Innisfail Province.

NEW TRIAL IN 

CASSILSCASE 

In a judgment that was handed 
down last Thursday, Mr. Justice Mc- 
Gillivray agreed with the conclusion 
reached by Justices (Clarke, Lunney 
and Mitchell that a new trial take 
place, on the charge of theft directed 
against T. H. Cassils of High River. 

Whem the case came to trial Mr 
Justice Boyle withdrew the case from 
the jury and acquitted the accused. It 
is contended by the appellate court 
that Mr. Justice Boyle was not justi¬ 
fied in this actipn. 

Mr. Justice McGillivray of the ap¬ 
pellate court paid tribute to the judg¬ 
ment handed down, declaring that W. 
S. Gray, K.C., chief crown counsel 
was a credit to the profession to 
which he belonged and a never failing 
source of strength to the court. “Mr. 
Gray never fails to remember that 
his duty is not to win but to assist 
the court in performing its most im¬ 
portant function, to do justice in 
those cases where the life or liberty 
of any of the King’s subjects is at 
stake,” Mr Justice McGillivray con¬ 
cluded.

The arti- 
le tells of the years of experimenting 
conducted by Dr. Tom Baer, in order 
m prove that poultices of maggots 
would cure diseased bones. Dr. Baer 
.iad Eliminated elements of dangers 
md had effected marvellous cures, 
prior to his death in 1931. It remains 
.or otner surgeons to carry on this 
taring treatment, and to remove ev- 
■ty hazard in connection. 

Dr. Baer was an orthopedic sur¬ 
geon overseas, and had been struck 
with the cases of soldiers lying 
wounded for days. These cases had 
• teen brought in, weak and starving 
but with no fever. Cutting aWay 
heir clothes, it was found that their 
wounds-crawled with blowfly maggots 
But instead of puss, dead bone and 
•nuscle, the cleanest, healthiest tissue 
imaginable was revealed. The wounds 
illed up, the bones knit and the sold- 
,ers recovered. 

When Dr. Baer returned from over¬ 
seas, he was head of a Children’s Hos 
pital .in Baltimore, where crippled 
children suffering from osteomyelitis 
and other diseases, were brought for 
treatment. He had the agonizing ex¬ 
perience of cutting away - bone re¬ 
peatedly, and still be unable to dis¬ 
charge the children cured. They still 
limped and suffered. 

Finally he summoned his courage, 
and worked out the treatment by 
maggots, as he had seen it working 
amongst wounded soldiers. He was 
criticized and stoimed at. He had 
mishaps in breeding the right kind of 
inaggot, hut every experiment was 
encouraging. He saw the maggots

NIGHTSHIRTS 


A unique experiment in preventive 
medicine for the community has been 
launched in the town of Cardston. It 
is a co-operative move between the 
citizens and the doctors and is 
thought to be good for both. A spec¬ 
ial committee, headed by the editor of 
tne Cardston News, D. O Wight, one 
of the champions of state medicing, 
will administer the medical contract 
and the medical men will be paid by 
cheque monthly. This will remove 
from their minds the constant worry 
of collections affording them more 
time to devote to their practise and 
to community health generally. 

To date 145 families have contract¬ 
ed for this service. They have paid 
$25 into the association which will 
give them geneial medical service 
including minor and major operations 
confinements, and service for the 
whole family during sickness. Cases 
of injury, except such as require a 
specialist, are covered in the contract. 
The contract also covers periodical 
medical examinations, for the idea is 
as much to “keep the community 
well” as to cure its people’s ills after

Only 40 per cent, of pri¬ 
vate duty nurses managed to save
